Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. M.Kraus on 9/12/2005. 

In Claim 19, line 3, the word "detects" has been replaced with -detectors--; 

in line 4, "for" has been deleted. 

In Claim 19, lines 4 and 8, the phrase "Beam Detection Position Control" has been 
replaced with the small letter case —beam detection position control--. 

In Claim 22, line 4, "Variable Position" has been replace with the small letter case — 
variable position- , lines 8 and 11, "Fixed Position" has been replace with the small letter case - 
fixed position- , line 12 "Position Control" has been replace with the small letter case -position 
control—. 

DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to Claim 1 , the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a memory unit which stores interference data output from said interference unit in 
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synchronism with said pixel clocks and outputs said interference data in the order that they were 
written by delay data output from said delay unit, and a pulse-width modulating unit which 
modulates the pulse widths of interference data which is output from said memory unit, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 1-7 and 9-18 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon 
Claim 1. 

As to Claim 8, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a memory unit which stores interference data output from said interference unit in 
synchronism with said pixel clocks and outputs said interference data in the order that they were 
written by delay data output from said delay unit, and a pulse-width modulating unit which 
modulates the pulse widths of interference data which is output from said memory unit, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

As to Claim 19, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a beam detection signal controller which outputs beam detection position control 
signals to control scanning line pitches of laser beams according to a plurality of beam detection 
signals output from said image recording unit and a controller which controls said image 
recording unit at least according to said beam detection position control signals, in combination 
with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 20-22 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 19.
